Summary of Hetus from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present French mail extend to the 24th 
Sept., but by the Pacific Mail Company’s chartered steamer 
Quang Se, which arrived at San Francisco on the 28th ult., we 
have sixteen days’ later news, viz., to the 9th Oct. ; the P. and O. 
mail from London Aug. 8 arrived out on the 25th Sept. The 
Japan Herald gives the following items of news :— 

There is more trouble in Saghalien between the Russians and 
the Japanese, who are in joint occupation of the island. Urgent 
representations have been made to the Government in Yedo, and 
a special mission is to be at once despatched to investigate com- 
plaints, and to report upon them, with the object of fabtig such 
steps as may be deemed requisite. Joint occupations are ever 
fruitful in misunderstandings and in the long run are rendered 
impossible ; the weaker invariably goes to the wall, and in this 
case it is but a question of time, as to how soon the Russians 
will elbow the Japanese into the sea. It is computed that there 
are not more than 2,000 Japanese on the island now, and per- 
haps the sooner they quit it the better. Like Yesso, Saghalien 
is only a source of trouble and expense to the Government, and 
it holds out no hopeful promise in the future. 

Some interest was excited at Yedo by the expected birth of a 
child of the Mikado, by one of his mekakis (or concubines). The 
child, however, died at its birth, caused by the incapacity of the 
Japanese doctors, and was buried on Sept. 24th, with great 
parade. Another of the Emperor’s mekakis is reported enciente. 

Mr. Bingham, the new American Minister to Japan, and his 
family arrived by last mail. Mr. de Long, whom Mr. Bingham 
succeeds, leaves, we believe, in November. Mr. C. O. Shepard, 
os Nga Consul at this port, goes on leave of absence by next 
ma 

The judgment in the case of Devine v. Kirby has been given 
for the plaintiff, with $1,000 damages and costs. It is to be 
appealed against. 

Another mercantile case, Culty 7. Messageries Maritimes Com- 
pany, for goods retained by the company in consequence of 
orders from home, has been decided against the company, but 
they have given notice of appeal. 

Mr. George, Superintendent Engineer of Telegraphs, has ie 
ceeded north to odate, with the object of extending the line 
to that place. 
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The Embassy, since their return, are suffering from the round 
of excitement which they have undergone. Iwakura, the Chief 
Ambassador, is indisposed, and Kido, the second jn rank, js lying 
in a hopeless state from an attack of paralysis. 

The Government has also sustained a loss from the death of 
Sawa Nobuyashi, formerly Secretary of Foreign Affairs, and 
who only a few weeks ago was appointed Minister to Russia. 

pecimens of the peculiar sentences inflicted by Japanese 
authorities still crop up. The samurai who committed the attack 
on Inspector Blockley at the railway has been tried, and pro- 
nounced insane; instead af being detained in sume place of 
surety until he had recovered from his malady, he was fined $15, 
and allowed to depart, perhaps to attack some other unfortunate. 
Another case is that of the second and third officers of the 
Fukuoka Ken, through whose mis-government the late extensive 
insurrection took place, and who have been called upon to resign, 
and as a punishment pay a fine of $7.50 each. 

Much sickness appears to prevail in many parts of Japan. In 
Wakamatz Ken an attack of cholera (?) and dysentery has broken 
out. In one village, out of 1,340 inhabitants, 593 are still sick, 
and seventy-six have died. In Nagasaki also, an epidemichas 
been raging ; it commences by aveig of the legs, followed by 

. fever. Many deaths have occurred, but the mortality is now 
decreasing. 

The Government has just published a new list of ninety Or- 
dinances, one of which imposes a fine on any one who hires 
rooms to a foreigner without special permission from Govern- 
ment. 

The taking of evidence in the claims against the old Han still 
drags along. The proceedings seem interminable. 

A rumour having been prevalent here that the Japanese were 
this year going to export silk-worms’ eggs on their own behalf, 
Government has issued what it calls an intimation, stating that 
no permission has been granted to that effect. This, however, is 
looked upon as a mere ruse, as although no permission has as yet 
been granted, there is nothing to prevent the Government giving 
one to-morrow, if such is necessary, which we doubt. The mar- 
ket for the eggs is in a very bad state, the arrivals being slow in 
eoming forward, the prices higher than ever, and the eggs them- 
selves, in many cases, damp and mouldy. 

The Postal Convention with America has still been the topic 
ef reprobation, and even its few advocates are obliged to base 
their diluted arguments in its favour, not on their past experi- 
ence of Japanese Postal management, which would at once con- 
demn it, but on the hope that the engagement of foreign em- 
ployés will enable them to do better in future. 

Phe Peruvian barque Maria Luz, after remaining in port 
inactive and a charge to her owners during some twelve months, 
was a short time ago put up to public auction, and purchased by 
Mr. Ludwig Haber. Her present proprietor has now changed 
her name and nationality ; she is henceforth to be called the 
Amazde, and will fly the German flag.

Her Majesty’s ships Jron Duke, Dwarf, and Salamis arrived 
on the 5th inst., and the Frolic and Thzstle on the 6th, from a 
cruise in the Northern waters. They leave for Shanghai at about 
the end of the present month. 

Business, which has been for months past in a languid condi- 
tion, begins to wear a healthier complexion. A perceptible in- 
crease in the inquiries of native dealers is recorded, and but for 
the inclemency of the weather during a great portion of the past 
fortnight a large business would, no doubt, have been done in 
imported goods. The arrivals of native produce are on a mode- 
rate scale, and tea and silk are by no means in large supply. A 
more favourable out-turn of this year’s operations is anticipated. 

The Hiogo News records the departure of the Taitsing, a 
British vessel, for Falmouth, with the first cargo of rice shipped 
from Japan since the prohibition to export grain from this 
country was removed. 

The storm which passed over Yokohama on Sept. 22nd and 
28rd occasioned a good deal of damage to house property. It 
caused several severe earn and was attended with some loss 
of life. The lowest ey indicated by the barometer was 28°76, 
and the average velocity of the storm was nineteen miles per 
hour. The traffic was suspended on the Yedo and Yokohama 
Pane eras examination of the road took place, and it was 
found that it waa uninjured by the water. 
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It is reported that the Government ia about to deapatch several 
military officers to Atchin, with a view to their gaining a practical 
insight into modern warfare.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as fol- 
lows :— 

Much well-grounded apprehension has been entertained lest 
the high tides of the full moon should prove more than the river 
banks would be able to resist. The tides and current of the 
river are fearfully strong. The bridges of boats tremble like 
the Niagara suspension bridge at the passage of a freight train. 
It is a marvel of endurance that they can resist such pressure. 
Much damage has been done among the river craft. On the 8th 
Sept. three large boats were sunk in a collision, and three women 
drowned. The tide on that day was higher by an inch than 
ever before. At high tide, the bund in front of the Custom 
House and the new French Bund are almost entirely submerged. 
In the native city great damage has ensued ; the row of shops 
and houses skirting the river is half under water. The street 
nearest the river has become impassable, and is now a sort of 
canal, with occasional locks where it has been dammed. In this 
extemporised Venice, trade languishes, but the inhabitants get 
on swimmingly. So long as the water is not up to the level of 
the kangs, the imperturbable denizens of these localities lie 
peacefully, and smoke the pipe of hope. 

About eight a.m. on the 10th Sept. the bank of the Grand 
Canal, at a Fount about a mile and a half above the west wall of 
the city, suddenly, and without warning, gave way. A strong 
north-west wind had been blowing all night, and an immense 
body of water was dashed with extreme violence against the 
right bank of the canal, which could no longer resist. At thig 

int the bank was double, a high inner bank and a curvi 
ower outer one. Accounts vary as to details. Some affirm that 
workmen were at the time engaged in strengthening thia weak 
spot. Others ms that men and boys were catching grasshoppers 
on the bank. However this may te the results were appalling. 
The bank which now gave way restrained not only the 
legitimate waters of the canal, which are not at present in 
great excess, but it formed the brink of a sea, embracing a 
tract extending in every direction as far as the eye could 
reach. Previous accounts have referred to the great de. 
vastation caused in the central part of the province, ex- 
tending north, east, and south of Paoting-fu, and this unin- 
terrupted ocean was now finding a sudden and spontaneous out- 
let. The waters must have come through this sudden gap with 
the velocity of a cataract. Opposite the gap was a village, several 
houses of which lay directly in the path of the torrent. They 
were instantly annihilated, and it is supposed that all their accu- 

ts were swept out of existence. Little or nothing but debrig 

is left to mark the site of these structures, The difference be- 
tween the level of the water before the bank burst and the 
eneral level of the plain was probably at least six or eight feet, 
The body of water suddenly liberated could not at once find ita 
level, but was piled up as it were for a time in the immediate 
vicinity, threatening to enter and deluge the city. The west 

te was at once closed and stopped with bags of earth, but a 

ge number of houses was destroyed. 

t is impossible to estimate how many persons were drowned 
in this great disaster, but the number is certainly not small. 
From the foreign settlement the advancing waters could be dis- 
cerned afar off, rolling in like a tidal wave. The great plain to 
the south-west was sprinkled with men gathering crops just 
ripe, which a fortnight more would have seen secured. But the 
flood marched on with the stealthy but resistless tramp of fate, 
and in less than eight hours, where had been thousands oi acres 
of rice, beans, corn, and many other crops, now was only an 
inland sea, apparently without limit towards the horizon. The 
river at once fell, but the waters on the plain steadily rose. The 
foreign settlement was in no danger, as its level is above that of 
the river at its highest, but some individual premises were 
threatened. In the course of forty-eight hours the water on the 
great plain had risen several feet. The foreign settlement was by 
that time girdled. The Taku-road is entirel ore except for 
two blocks where the water has been kept off by extra Noa 
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t further rise is anticipated, aa the waters on each side of the 
leek seem almost to have found their level. For a great dis- 
tance the current of the Grand Canal sets up stream very power- 
towards the gap. The difference between the highest tides 
in the Peih stv the day of the disaster and three days later was 
one foot eleven inches, The damage done in the destruction of 
crops is incalculable, and plunges into deep poverty thousands of 
or people wha had almost reaped the first crop for three years. 
The additional area now converted into a lake must be at least oy 
miles long by one hundred broad, and probably much longer. 
very large part of this province is now under water, and nee to 
remain sa for many months to come. Reports have been widely 
circulated, and by many believed, that the gap in the bank was 
designedly cut by the mandarins, to relieve threatened points, 
including the Gavernor-General’s Yamen ; but these rumours 
are only of the sensational character always afloat. 

In one of the late Peking Gazettes we learn that his Majesty 
hag decreed that from Tls. 300,000 to 400,000 be paid by the 
other provinces to supply the starving population of this mun- 
dated region with foal till they are able to provide it themseives. 
This money will be laid out in rice or wheat in the south, and 
conveyed here in the Chinese Company’s steamers, As the port 
will remain open for over two and a half months yet a considerable 
quantity of grain may be imported to meet the wants of the poor 
people. 

Areal Vilangally, the Russian Minister, has arrived at Tien- 
tain from Peking, and proceeds to Shanghai. We understand 
that Mr. Wade, Her Majesty’s Minister, will shortly reach Tien- 
tsin. From a private letter received here by last mail, we learnt 
that the Foreign-office had been much pleased to receive the news 
of Her Majesty’s Minister having an audience of the Em- 
perar, it having been the opinion of many peuple at home, up to 
the ae of the telegram, that no audience would be at present 

nted. 
orThe steamer Szechuen, which left Tientsin port on the 10th 
Sept., ran aground a considerable‘distance down the river. This 
is sajq] to have been owing to the strong wind blowing at the 
time, and the sudden change in the height of the water in the 
river, which fell that day six inches or more. She got off after 
two or three days’ detention, having been lightened considerably. 

Peking is full of students who have come up from all the 
provinces to attend the Metropolitan Examinations. In two 
other provinces (Hupeh and Canton) examinations in mathe- 
matics have recantly heen held, and the best students in each 
case sent up to the foreign college—a step, a leap rather, in the 
right direction. 

Our Consul, Mr. Mongan, leaves here in November for Eng- 
land, on leave, but returns again in the spring. Mr. Margers, 
the Chinese Secretary at Peking, will act during his absence, 








SHANGHAI. 

The pregent mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 
Sept. ; the P. and O. mail from London Aug. 8 arrived out on 
the @%nd Sept. The following items of news are from the 
North Ohina Herald :— 

Recent heavy weather on the coast has sent a number of ships 
to Shanghai to refit. Seldom have the reports of vessels arriving 
within a few days of each other recorded such severe experience 
as has been the case lately. Within three days we have had to 
note the arrival of the Mzkado, the Boe, the Ainfauns 
Castle, the Stornoway, and the Doune Castle, some of which have 
had to put back here or make the port to refit, but all with the 
same tale of bad weather. The Hopewell seems to have luckily 
escaped disaster, but the Stornoway, from Bombay to San Fran- 
cisco, has had to seek the nearest accessible port in order to repair 
the damages she sustained in the typhoon. The Downe Castle, 
from Shanghai to Hong Kong, first encountered the typhoon a 
few hours after discharging her pilot, and, we are informed, was 
thrown on her beam ends, so that her rudder was lifted out of 
the water, and she became unmanageable. By great exertions 
in cutting away the wreck of rigging and which oppressed 
her, and by shifting ballast, she was righted, and though the 
pumps were thrown out of gear, she proved to be so seaworthy 
that it waa deemed ible to make a port under jury rig. 
Taking advantage of the prevailing gale she tried to reach Foo- 
chow, but while off Formosa the wind changed completely, and 
she had to retrace her course and endeavour to reach Shanghai 
instead, which she succeeded in doing on Saturday, coming up 
river the following day. 

Theéce amer Yangtaze, from Hong Kong, reports having seen 
a ship’s long boat off Taichow Group. A boat was sent to over- 
haul it, and found it deserted, the crew apparently having left 
it about two days peel. It is now certain that the boat 
‘was one in which the crew of the British ship Princess Beatrice 
escaped from their vessel, which foundered on the 12th in Bashee 
Channel after the typhoon. The Hopewell reports that, in speak- 
ing the Atalanta, from Hong Kong to San Francisco, the latter 
was understood to say that a vessel had been seen to founder, 
which there can be little doubt corresponds to the Princess Bea- 
trice, The British ship St. Andrew's Castle, from Newcastle, 
N.B.W., was also ys jn the typhoon, and made Shanghai 
under jury rig.” Fhe steamer Mandi has gone out to thé as- 
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sistance of the British ship Vanguard, which had been beached 
on the South Bank. The Vanguard was bound from Hon 
Kong to Yokohama, but having sustained damage in the prevail- 
ing bad weather on the Coast, was making for Shanghai. She 
was boarded by a Chinese pilot, who brought her to anchor 
in comparatively shoal water, where the swell running caused 
her to bump. She sprang a leak, and to prevent her sinking 
was run on the South Bank. 

The British gunboat Zk, Commander John B. Barnett, ar- 
rived on the 19th Sept., from Kobé. The Elé has been with 
the Commander-in-Chief, Admiral Shadwell, up the Amoor. 
She will now remain here until the 10th Oct., and then winter 
at Tientsin, where she will relieve the Curlew. We understand 
that the Thetis will proceed to sea shortly. The United States 
flagship Hartford ig expected here from Nagasaki. She will 
will probably remain at Woosung, and Admiral Jenkins will 
visit Hankow in the Jroguois, which is at present at Chinkiang.

The s.s. Shanghai, the second of the China Steam Navigation 
Company’s new fleet of boats, arrived here on the 20th Sept., 
after a very rapid and successful run out of forty-nine days, in- 
cluding stoppages. She is in all respects the same as her pre- 
decessor the Peking, only having a rather larger working-beam 
and side-wheels. The gross tonnage is 2,217, but with a carry- 
ing capacity of we believe 4,000 tons measurement for tea. Her 
crew were discharged at the British Consulate on the 29th, pre- 
paratory to the vesgel being put in trim for the river and sup- 
plied with a local crew. 

We hear that the Government have at length determined to 
erect Consular buildings at Newchwang, wherein their agents 
may be more comfortably housed than in the rambling joss- 
house which at present serves for quarters. The buildings will ° 
comprise offices, jail, and residence for a Consul, assistant, and 
constable. 

We have received for review a “Chinese-English Dictionary 
of the Vernacular or Spoken Language of Amoy, with the Prin- 
cipal Variations of the Chang-chew and Chin-chew Dialects,” 
compiled by the Rev. Dr. Carstairs Douglas, of Amoy. A re- 
markable feature in a Chinese Dictionary is the absence of 
Chinese characters ; the Chinese words are all spelt with 
Roman letters. One cause of this was a difficulty in finding out 
the characters for a large portion: of the words, and the second 
that the book was published in England, where Chinese char- 
acters could not have been easily obtained. The dictionary seems 
full, and well got up. 

Cool weather is inspiring the usual activity in all matters of 
sport. Active preparations are going on for the races. A con- 
siderable number of griffins have been disposed of at the Horse 
Bazaar auction, at prices varying from Tis.

The British steamer Kwantung reports leaving Foochow on 30th 
Sept., Amoy on Ist Oct., and Swatow on the 2nd ; from Foochow, 
fresh N.-easterly breezes and cloudy, and heavy sea; from Amoy, 
first part moderate N.-easterly breeze, latter part light and 
variable ; from Swatow, moderate N.W. winds and fine cleax 
weather ; passed the steamer Strivs bound out of Foochow, and 
Yesso bound in; left steamer Glenfalloch in Foochow; off 
Queemoy, on Ist inst., passed steamer Galley of Lorne, and a 
steamer unknown at 4 P.M, on the 2nd ; passed steamship China 
off Hailloong Point at 6.30 p.m. ; passed, off Breaker Point, a 
steamer unknown at 2 A.M. on the 3rd; and passed two other 
steamers, bound N., unknown. 

The exposition which the Chairman of the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Saigon makes of the commercial state of that colony, 
in his address, affords an important indication of the direction in 
which affairs have been drifting. Saigon does not pay as a com- 
mercial depot. It consumes but little from home, and its ex- 

rts are almost entirely limited to rice. Even this is shipped 

y Chinese and foreign merchants, and carried in foreign vessels, 
so that French commerce is left out in the cold in a French 
colony. Such, in brief, is the state of affairs which the President 
of the Chamber of Commerce sets forth, and he states very em- 
phatically that the time has come when something must be done 
to put an end tothe stagnation. The remedy which he suggests 
is, stated broadly, that every encouragement should be given to 
Chinese agricultural labourers, and also to foreign capitalists, to 
come to the colony so as to develop its resources, and enable it to 
produce new articles of export, while becoming by the increased 

population a larger mart for imports from home.

The following is the account of the seizure of the two German 
vessels by a Spanish man-of-war, lately reported by wlegraph :— 
A good deal of excitement prevailed in the foreign community 
of Manila, in consequence of the capture of two German vessels, 
on the 20th Sept.—the Gazelle and the Maria Louise—by the 
Spanish boats, in a most disreputable part of the Sooloo 
The captains were charged with selling arms and muni- 
tions of war to the Moorish pirates of Sooloo, with whom the 
Spaniards are at war. The supercargo, Mr. Field, and the ca 
tains and crews are all at liberty, but the vessels are confisca 
and will be sold for the benefit of the captors. The Consuls of 
Great Britain and Germany have protested against the proceed- 
ings, but the Governor-General, Sr. Alaminos, is determined to 
show an example, and to put down with a strong arm all at- 
tempts to assist the pirates against the Spaniards. For the last 
thirty years these pirates have waged a continuous war with the 
Spaniards, many of whose vessels they captured, treating the 
crews with much brutality. The Manila papers are forbidden to 


speak a word on this subject, as the censores, foreseeing the diffi- 
culties in the political horizon, are unwilling to bear their share 
of hy amg 

The Hong Kong Daily Press says :—With reference to the 


capture of the Maria Louise by the Spanish man-of-war near 
Sooloo, we are informed that the statement that she was carrying 
arms, and that this was the reason of her being seized, is erro- 
neous. It appears that she had only a cargo of miscellaneous 
articles and manufactured goods, for trading among the Islands 
of Palawan, Sooloo, Borneo, &c. She cleared from hence for 
Singapore, and was some fifteen miles off Sooloo when she was 
boarded and seized by an armed crew from a Spanish eae 
and had not been at Sooloo at the time at all. She was tow: 
by the gunboat to an anchorage between Pangasinan and Mo- 
ranges Island, and afterwards taken to Manila, where, on the 
24th September, a so-called Admiralty Court condemned her as 
legitimate prize, without allowing the Consuls, or any represen- 
tative, to fe present. Her cargo had not been examined, and 
her hatches had been kept on and sealed. It is right also to 
mention that no notification of any blockade of the Sooloo 
Islands has been published here.

The cocoanut is essentially a maritime plant, 
and the most favourable situation for its growth is the ground 
near the sea-coast, and if the roots reach the mud or salt water 
they thrive all the better for it. At the rate the cultivation of 
this palm is progressing, the cocoanut estates promise to be the 
estates of the Straits, as the vineyard and olive groves are of 
Europe.

The settlements, which 
amounted to about 3,000 piculs, had been made at rather irregular 
prices, but on the whole the market was considercd as slightly easier, 
more particularly for the lower grades. The Etta Loring sailed on the 
29th Sept., with 607,175 lbs., for New York. Quotations : Common, 
$20 to 22; good common, $23 to 26; medium, $28 to 30; good 
medium, $31 to 34; fine, $36 to 39; finest, $41 to 45; choice, $48 
and upwards per picul, Export from 1st June to date 5,135,287 lbs., 
against 6,558,700 Ibs. in corresponding period last season. 

Hanxow.—Business extremely limited. 

SHanoHat.—Black: The market was very quiet at the beginning of 
the week, but there had been more enquiry since, and settlements 
amounted to 6,232 chests. Quotations were unchanged, and the prices 
paid had ranged from Tls. 17 for common Oonam to Tls. 234 for fair 
Ningchows—the chief run having been on Teas from Tls. 21 to 22. 
Stocks, 27,000 chests. Green: The business had been small. Fine 
chops continued most in favour and brought very high prices. Common 
and medium grades met with little attention, but holders were firm 
with all classes. Several settlements of Pingsueys had been made at 
about former rates. Fychows, Teenkais, Moyunes, &c., were quoted 
Tis. 314 to 50; Pingsucys, Tls. 32 to 4] ; Shanghai packed, Ts. 26. 
Total settlements 10,205 half-chests; stock 40,100 half-chests. 

Foocuow.—There had been no change in the market. Settlements 
during the interval 7,800 chests Congou at prices much as before. 
About 1,800 chests Souchongs had been taken from Ts. 18.8 to 29 o.b. 
with a limited inquiry. Scented Teas.—About 6,000 boxes Scented 
Orange Pekoe settled at prices ranging from Tls. 19.8 to 25.8 o.b. 
Ooloongs.—It was reported that an English firm had secured the fine 
strings “Tiger chop” of.2,158 half-chests, and the Toong Leo and Wo 
Lee lots aggregating 5,000 half-chests, making a total of 7,158 half- 
chest, and tobe in treaty for more fine strings ; no particulars as to 
prices. An American house, it was said, had settled 6,122 half-chests 
at Tle. 26.8 to 28.8 0. b. This gives a basis of about 30 to 35 cents 
gold for good cargo, or say, Tls. 19 to 23 o.b. Last season’s early pur- 
chases were on a basis of about Tis. 22.8 to 27.8 o.b. Departure for 
London, 24th September, the s.s. Patroclus with 362,852 lbs., viz., 
195,790 Ibs. Congou, 21,006 Ibs. Souchong, 46,666 lbs. Oolvong, 7,916 
Scented Caper, and 91,474 Ibs. Scented Orange Pekoe. 

Amoy.—The market for Ooloongs had been quiet, only about 2,500 
packages having been purchased in the interval, making the total set- 
tlements to date 96,800 hulf-chests. Rates paid for Teas grading supe- 
rior and under had been rather easier, while for fine teas an advance of 
fully $1 per picul had taken place. Of Congou a few chops had been 
taken at about last quotations. Thes.s. Gulley of Lorne sailed for New 
York on the Ist Oct., taking 668,072 Ibs. Amoy and 67,333 lbs. Formosa 
Oolong. The Conqueror was rapidly proceeding with her loading, and 
the John C. Munro was daily looked for. 

Canton.—Very few settlements kad been reported, but there were 
rumours of some 8,000 to 10,000 boxes Scented Teas having been pri- 
vately contracted for, of which no particulars had transpired. 


SILK. 

Yoronama.—A good business had been done, amounting to about 
900 bales, but on account of bad weather much remained to be in- 
spected. Prices were decidedly stiffer. Arrivals had been about equal 
to settlements, and stock remained about the same, but good Silk was 
again very scarce. Silk Worms’ Eggs: Total arrivals about 300,000 
cards, and actual settlements about 60,000 cards ; the following prices 
had been paid :—Joshu $2.80 to 4.25, Bushu $2.50 to 3, Good Sinchu 
$3 per card. 

SHancHal.—In consequence of continued discouraging advices from 
Europe, prices had fallen Tls. 10 to 20 per picul ; at this decline about 
1,500 bales had been settled, consisting chiefly of Tsatlees, and the de- 
cline has been more especially noticeable in the lower qualities. “ Red 
Peacocks ” had been taken at Tis. 365, equal to 18s. 6d. per lb., or Is. 
per Ib. above the latest quotations from London ; No. 3 Tsatlees were 
nominally worth Tls. 465. Total settlements to date, 29,300 bales ; 
unsold stock about 8,000 bales. 

Canton.—Since the departure of last mail little or no business had 
been transacted, only 30 bales Tsatlee reel being reported as pur- 
chased ; re-reels seemed to be entirely neglected. The tendency of the 
market was upward, but, upon the arrival of the fifth crop in bulk, a 
weaker state may be expected. About 50 bales of the fifth crop were 
on the market, and showed but a slight improvement on the fourth, 
though later on a moré marked improvement may be looked for ; the 
cocoons were reported as thick and heavy. Stock unchanged.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
DENT 7%. NICKALLS, 

This case came before the Court—consisting of Justices Keating, 
Grove, and Denman—on the 11th and 14th inst., upon appeal. The 
case arose out of the following circumstances :—In September, 1866, 
the plaintiff sold to the defendant, a dealer or jobber, 100 shares in the 
Hindostan Bank, and the defendant afterwards sold them, and when the 
“name day” arrived, the name of the ultimate purchaser sent in was 
that of George Eaton, drysalter, Macclesfield. The defendant simply 
received and handed over the name to the plaintiff, who made no objec- 
tion, but signed the transfer. In 1869, when the company was being 
wound up, it was found that the real purchaser was Mr. Edward Eaton, 
who had given the name of his son, a minor, as transferree. The official 
liquidator thereupon removed the name of George Eaton from the list, 
and placed that of plaintiff in its stead, and the result was that the 
plaintiff had to pay calls to the amount of £2,080. He now claimed 
to recover this sum from the defendant upon the ground that he had 
not furnished the name of a person who was qualified by law to take a 
transfer, but the defendant contended that whoever might be anawer- 
able he was not, because he had acted innocently in the matter, and in 
strict accordance with the rules and usages of the Stock Exchange. 
Further, it was said that to make the defendant liable in any way what- 
ever the plaintiff ought to have acted upon his opportunity of objecting 
to the name before he signed the transfer. At the last trial, before Mr. 
Justice Brett, at Guildhall, the jury having answered a number of ques- 
tions, the verdict was entered for the plaintiff ; and the question now 
was whether a rule should be made absvlute to enter a verdict for the 
defendant or for a new trial. 

Mr. Justice Keating, in delivering judgment, said that the person 
named as transferree was as complete adummy as if the name had been 
that of a purely fictitious person. This being so, the defendant had not 
performed the duty that lay upon him, according to the rules and usage 
of the Stock Exchange, to furnish the plaintiff with the name of a trans- 
ferree of the shares. This being so, there waa no reason for entering 
the verdict for the defendant. He further was of opinion that the case 
had been properly left to the jury, and that the evidence supported the 
findings ; and this being so, there ought to be no new trial. 





Mr. Tuomas Barrna, M.P. for the borough of Huntingdon, died at 
Bournemouth on the 18th inst. The deceased gentleman, who was in 
his seventy-third year, was the second son of the late Sir Thomas 
Baring, second baronet, of Larkbeer, Devonshire, and nephew of the 
first Lord Ashburton. He was, therefore, a younger brother of Sir 
Francis Thornhill Baring, who was raised to the peerage as Lord North- 
brook in January, 1866, and died in September of the same year. Mr. 
Thomas Baring was born in 1800, and was educated at Winchester 
School. He early engaged in those mercantile pursuits in which several 
members of his family have won a name, and in 1835 he was elected 
to represent Great Yarmouth in the House of Commons, and sat for 
that constituency till 1838, when he was an unsuccessful candidate. In 
1843, upon the death of Sir Matthew Wood, he contested the City of 
London with Mr. Pattison, but was again unsuccessful, being in a 
minority of 156 at the close of the poll. On the elevation of Sir 
Frederick Pollock to the Bench in April, 1844, Mr. Baring was elected 
for the borough of Huntingdon, which he continued to represent in the 
Conservative interest till his death. Mr. Baring acted as one of the 
Commissioners of the International Exhibition of 1862, and wasa 
Deputy-Lieutenant for London. He was for many years Chairman of 
Lloyd's, and a director of the Bank of England; besides holding 
other prominent posts incidental to his position as a partner of Barings. 

Mr. E. J. Reed, C.B., was summoned to London on the 14th inst. in 
consequence of the death of his eldest brother, Staff Commander J. W. 
Reed, R.N., who was well known in China as for many years the com- 
mander of Her Majesty's ship Rifleman, and of the survey of the great 
shipping routes of the China seas. 

A SCREW steamer named the Holland, of 2,359 tons, built for the 
Java Steamship Company, Amsterdam, has been launched at the Cleve- 
land ship-yard, Middlesborough. She is to carry 135 passengers and 
400 soldiers. The stoamer will sail in a few days for Java. 

THE wife of the Japanese Chargé d’ Affaires at Washington has arrived 
at San Francisco for the purpose of joining her husband. She is the 
first. Japanese lady who has ever left her native country to join a hus- 
band in foreign lands. 

It is stated at Portsmouth that at the close of the Ashantee War the 
Victor Emanuel, which has been undergoing extensive alterations in 
order to fit her as a hospital ship at Cape Coast Castle, will be sent to 
Hong Kong, to relieve the Princess Charlotte. 

The gunboat Swinger, which sailed on the 25th ult. for the China 
station, reached Gibraltar on the 5th, and resumed her voyage on the 
10th. 

THE Rev. William Macgregor, from Amoy, will give an address on 
China Missions, in Trinity Presbyterian Church, Hampstead, on the 
19th inst. :

THE FRENCH IN COCHIN-CHINA. 

Last month we briefly announced to our readers that 
“a French expedition of two small steamers had left to 
explore the Tonquin river,” and on the 3rd instant we 
directed attention to a letter published in the Saigon Inde- 
pendent, calling upon France to add Tonquin to her co-ter- 
minous Eastern possessions, As to the success or failure of 
this journey or exploration it is mere waste of time to con- 
jecture ; some time must probably elapse before we shall 
receive detailed news of its progress, and yet itis just pos- 
sible, when we call to mind the experiences of America in 
the Korea, and the recent unforeseen reverses of the Dutch 
before Atchin, that the “two small steamers” may be 
forced to put back against their will, after meeting with 
nothing but jealousy, alarm and opposition, where they had 
counted on a friendly reception at the hands of the local 
chiefs. Be this as it may—it is idle to speculate ; where 
information is not to be obtained, the policy and pur- 
poses which have led France to despatch this exploring 
party are by no means hard to discover, and those who 
take interest in the march of Eastern commerce 
will find the present movements in Tonquin well worthy 
of attentive consideration. The writer of the letter in 
the Saigon Independent assures us that the mandarins in 
Tonquin are very perfidious. ‘“ They frequently are, it’s a 
kind of way they have,” to speak for once in the language 
of ARTEMUS WARD, but if the insincerity and duplicity of 
every native chief were a sufficient ground for the seizure 
of his territory, England and France might considerably 
enlarge their dominions to-morrow, and the Chinese 
Monarchy might summarily be erased from our atlases. The 
Saigon Correspondent, from whom we have been quoting, 
speaks a little more plainly when he tells us that “ With- 
out Tonquin, the Saigon trade cannot exist.” This really 
is an important discovery, at least supposing that it were 
true ; some slight doubt, however, arises as to the accuracy 
of the assertion when we reflect that the Saigon trade 
returns have for years past been steadily on the increase, 
and yet that the traffic between the latter port and Ton- 
quin has during all that time been insignificant. The 
fact is, as we shall hope to convince our readers before 
we lay down our pen, our French neighbours have re- 
solved cdute qui céufe to make Upper Cochin-China 
their prey, and the letters which appear in the Saigon 
journals, the articles which are published in the Revue 
de Deux Mondes, and other periodicals, are merely in- 
tended to give a bias to public opinion in favour of annex- 
ation. They remind us rather of the mystic dance and 
pantomimic gesticulation which we saw an Eastern execu- 
tioner go through before he smote the head from his victim. 
The attention of the spectators was—if it were possible— 
to be diverted by the solemn capering of the headsman 
from the real horrors of the ceremony. It was understood 
throughout the assembly that this officer was there for the 
sole purpose of brandishing a drawn sword wildly to and 
fro, and performing a certain sacred dance ; the contact in 
the end between his weapon and a felon’s throat was an 
unpremeditated accident, which put an unfortunate close to 
the proceedings. This sort of farce the French now pro- 
pose to enact. The Tonquin territory is wanted as a rich 
commercial prize ; therefore we praise the fertility and re- 
sources of the country, decry the duplicity and incompe- 
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of their way to rake up stale charges of native 
making inaccurate assertions as‘ to the condition of the 








eagerness to trade with foreigners ; say, also, a few words, 
if possible, about the opposition which missionaries have 
met with, then land French troops and seize the kingdom. 
We are always the first to support projects for treaties of 
amity and commerce with these sort of petty Asiatic 
States, and when concluded we desire to sta the due 
and faithful performance of all obligations entered into 
rigorously insisted on; and, as opportunities occur, and 
enlightened views advance in a country, we are for gra- 
dually enlarging the scope of those compacts, and pushing 
on the frontier lines of civilisation. e are no retrogres- 
sionists ; but the absolute annexation of an entire people, 
without any wish.of their own, and without any sufficient 
cause, is altogether a different matter. At the same time, 
before we completely condemn the policy which the officials 
at Saigon are adopting towards Tonquin, it is only fair to 
point out that those who preceded them in office there 
treated Cochin-China just as we ourselves long ago dealt 
with Burmah. We took over half that country, and left the 
other half to its original rulers. The severance destroyed 
the homogeneity of the kingdom. The British Burmese 
populace came very well off, but the independent half has 
been in a state of atrophy, disorder, and decay ever since.

And j 
another passage the same writer advocates the establish- 
ment of a French protectorate over Tonquin and the 
appointment of an official to reside there. “It is absolu 
necessary,” he goes on to remark, “ that France should ex 

“ cise a paramount influence at Tonquin, which is for her the ; 
“ key of China.” His views have most of them been adapted 
in the Treaty lately ratified at Hué, and everything now 
points to the ultimate annexation of Tonquin by France, 
course which it was evidently the studied policy of M. D 
CaRNE’s book to recommend to his fellow countrymen, an 
which other recent French writers have referred to in terma 
of undisguised approval. The Treaty also which was lately 
concluded between France and the Court of Ava is a step, 
a preliminary step, but an essential one, in the same direc- 
tion, intended to secure freedom of trade between French 
citizens ast are none there at present, but when all 
Cochin-China is under the French there will immedi- 
ately be numbers) and the Burmese. The only difficulty 
which we can discern in the way of the ultimate realisation 
of these schemes by the French is one which after all may 
turn out to be insuperable. Is the Sonkoi a practicable 
river, is it free from rapids, and are its currents smooth ? 
for unless steamers can navigate its waters easily, it may 
be doubted whether such commercial advantages as the 
country has to offer will repay the cost of its occupation. 
To sum up, we believe that the French mean ultimately to 
take possession of Tonquin, but we cannot approve the 
policy of forcible annexation on sham pretences, Yet 
there may be genuine reasons which render such a course an 
inevitable necessity. We think that the Treaty concluded 
by France with Tuduc some few months back ought to have 
secured all the objects which can be desired in the interests 
of civilisation and trade ; indeed, to our mind the ¢arms of 
that covenant were somewhat hard upon Cochin-China, but 
the aspirations of the Saigon-Frenchmen are very am- 
bitious, and are not confined to mere treaty advantages ; 
they can brook no rival treaties; monopoly and not com- 
petition is what they long to obtain. Thus they think to 
draw the whole traffic of South-West China down the 
valley of the Sonkoi, and they have now therefore set 
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themselves to explore what they have pictured as “the so- 
“ long-looked-for communication by which the plethora of 
“ the riches of Western China will one day flow into a 
“French port.” They burst this bubble once on the rocky 
rapids of the Mekong, and we shall therefore wait with in- 
terest for news of their cruise in Tonquin. 


‘wirn : ‘rence to the revision of the Treaty between 
_ Russia and China the Exchange Committee at Moscow has 
appointed ‘a gelect committee to investigate the difficulties 
obstructing commercial intercourse between the two em- 
pires, to suggest remedies, and to bring to the knowledge 
of Government the desires of Russian commercial circles 
with re; to modifications. The committee urges that 
perfect liberty be henceforth granted to Russian merchants 
in dealing with all parts and dependencies of the Chinese 
empire, leaving them free to export their goods and dis- 
pose of them as they think fit, on the grounds—1l. That 
the Chinese traders enjoy the same privileges in Russia 
and her dependencies; 2. That the Treaty formerly in 
existence, and signed by General IcNATIEFF at Peking on 
November 2, 1860, already conferred the right demanded 
upon Russian merchants. The committee, in’ conclusion, 
requests its own Government not to proceed in the matter 
without the advice of the Chambers of Commerce and other 
interested commercial bodies in the country. 


It has been arranged that the International Congress of 
Orientalists shall be held in London during the Easter 
week of next year. The session is to last six days, the first 
four of which will be devoted to the consideration of the 
Languages and Literature, the fifth to the Archeology, and 
the sixth to the Ethnology and the Natural Products of the 
East. A circular will shortly be issued containing a defi- 
nite programme for the sittings, and detailing the statutes 
of the Congress. The list of members, which is already a 
long one, contains the names of most of the well-known 
Oriental scholars in England and on the Continent. We 
hope in our next issue to be able to publish the impending 
circular, together with a list of the members. 


THE Pacific Mail Steam Company are now building on 
the Delaware two steamers of 5,000 tons. They will be 
fitted with screw engines capable of working up to 3,000- 
horse power, and will be put on the San Francisco and 
China line. The vessels now engaged on this line are the 
Great Republic, Japan, China, Colorado, Alaska, Quang Se, 
and Mikado. The last two are chartered screw vessels under 
the British flag. The new screw steamer Granada, 3,000 
tons, left New York on the 5th for Aspinwall There are 
four screws on this line, and it is evident that the directors 
intend to abandon the paddle wheel on their long routes. 


THE second steamer for the Trans-Pacific Steam Com- 
pany has been launched from the yard of Messrs. HEN- 
DERSON, COULBOURN, and Co., on the Clyde, and named 
the Vancower. She is 3,000 tons, and 550-horse power 
nominal.

Chinese-English Dictionary of the Vernacular or Spoken Language 
of day the Princi Variations of the Chang-chen und 
in-chew Dialects. B v. Carstairs Douglas, M.A., LL.D., 

London : Triibner and Co., 1873. 

Of the existing dialects of China that of Amoy is one of the 
most worthy of study. It is the vernacular language of a popu- 
lation of from eight to ten millions, and in it are retained many 
of the ancient sounds, and notably several of the final consonants 
which are no longer heard in the other parts of China. Mr. 
Douglas is of opinion that since this dialect is spoken by the rich 
as well as b the poor, by the learned as well as by the ignorant, 
it is entitled to call itself a separate language. It is, he 8, 
“one of the many and widely different languages which divide 
among them the soil of China.” The written language he views 
merely as a notation, and, as a language, quite separate and 

4 from the living language, or, as he would say, languages 

China. We cannot help suspecting that Mr. Douglas’s desire 
to Romanisze Chinese has led him to adopt this view. Briefly 
stated, a dialect is a subdivision of a language in which 
are to be found old words and expressions, and words and 
expressions of a later date peculiar to itself. For instance, 
we of the dialects of Cornwall and Yorkshire, but 
never of the dialect of London, for the simple reason that

in the two former survive many old English words and ex- 

ressions, which have disappeared elsewhere, while the slang 

nown as “Cockney” is merely a vulgar perversion of modern - 
English. The language of Amoy occupies much the same posi- 
tion with regard to Chinese as that of Cornwall or Yorkshire 
does to English. We are inclined, therefore, even in the face of 
such an authority as Mr. Douglas, to hold that the Amoy Ver- 
nacular is a dialect, but as we said at the beginning, it is a ver 
important dialect, and_one, for the reasons we have given, we 
worthy of attention. In 1855 Mr. Douglas began the compila- 
tion of the work before us. He based it on the manuscript vo- 
cabulary prepared by the late Rev. J. Loyd, and he acknowledges 
the obligation he is under to Messrs. Doty and Stronach for the 
assistance they rendered him. With persevering energy he has 
during the last eighteen years worked incessantly at enlarging 
and rearranging the collection of words and phrases, and the re-. 
sult is not out of proportion to the time and labour expended 
It is beyond comparison the best Chinese Dictionary which has 
as yet appeared, and were it not for the total absence of the Chinese 
character,it would in the future be the most generally employed. 
This want, however, will circumscribeits usefulness. Withoutan in- 
dex and with no guide by which students may identify the Chinese 
characters in the headings employed, it can, generally speaking, 
be of service only to those missionaries, merchants, and others 
who are led to devote themselves to the study of the spoken 
language of Amoy. To these it will be invaluable. It contains, 
what is so much wanted, numerous and useful phrases and ex- 
pressions under each heading, and great pains have been taken to 
give to each word that great variety of classical, scientific, con- 
ventional, and popular meanings which are so often embraced in 
one Chinese character. Mr. Douglas tells us that his Dictionary is 
intended principally to assist those who are engayed in the work 
of Christian missions in the Amoy district, and it is eminently 
fitted to accomplish this end. The system of orthography em- 
ployed has not been adopted without much thought and much 
deliberation, and we may fairly suppose that this work will be 
the authority for the future for the transcription of the Amoy 
dialect into Roman letters. As this isa aibject which is now 
mainly cecupying the attention of the missionaries in that neigh- 
bourhood, the appearance of this Dictionary is most apposite, 
and we congratulate Mr. ‘Douglas on havin; pocamplicted. a 
work which must so materially help forward the cause he has so 
much at heart. 


We extract from Ocean Highways the following review of a 
work entitled “ Die Preussische Expedition nach Ost Asien :”— 


The histories of the countries visited by the Prussian Expedition to 
Eastern Asia are presented to us by M. A. Berg, in four royal octavo 
volumes, the first two of which appeared in 1862 and 1866, and are de- 
voted to Japan; and, as the ambassadors had access to sources of 
authentic information, hitherto inaccessible to foreigners, the editor has 
been enabled to place his narrative before us with far less amount of 
fiction and fable than any of his predecessors. The work is divided 
into sections, so that each subject is fully discussed, and thus presenta 
for the first time a careful and lucid view of the rise, progress, and cul- 
ture ; the religion, literature, and habits; the industries and state of 
the useful arts; and the flora, fauna, and natural resources of the 
country ; the scenery, brought vividly home to us by twenty-four photo- 
lithographic sketches, apparently exact facsimiles of clever pen-and- 
pencil drawings from nature. With the second volume are also given 
maps of Japan and China, executed during the progress of the Expe- 
dition, with the greatest accuracy. 

Nor has M. Berg neglected to avail himself of known and trustworthy 
sources of information, hitherto only accessible in some sixty-five sepa- 
rate publications, in English, French, and German, a list of which is 
given in the fourth volume, and which embrace all our previous know- 
Tedge of China, Japan, and Siam, all of which are referred to in due 
course by the editor. 

Full of interest as is the account of Japan, volumes three and four, 
devoted to Siam and China, are even more so. The subdivisions are 
similar, but the subjects are more minutely and more fully discussed. 
Much as has been achieved of late years to render our knowledge more 
perfect of the manners and customs, natural productions, arts, and 
sciences, and physical condition of these t countries, it is only in 
these volumes that we have at length brought together, in well arranged 
and lucid form, all that is authentic and reliable on those points, no less 
than on the internal government, religion, national, bias, prejudices, and 
predilections of people with whom we are daily brought more and more, 
into direct personal intercourse. 

The third and fourth volumes are illustrated with two maps, one of 
the voyages of the Thetis and the Elbe, and the other of the countries 
described, as well as with twenty-four similar photo-lithographs to 
those which adorned the volumes devoted to Japan. The title of “ The 
Prussian Expedition to Eastern Asia’’ would lead one to expect that these 
four volumes, published by authority, would contain also some account 
of the voyage of the Thetis and Elbe. This, however, is not the case. 
These narratives will appear as separate publications. Indeed, that of 
the Elbe, including her visit to Arkona, is already in the hands of the 

ublic. 

‘ Besides these four volumes of historical narration, M. Berg has issued 
a royal folio Atlas of sixty plates, executed ona large scale, twenty of 
which are elaborately coloured, accompanicd by lettcr-press descriptions 
in German, French, and English. The title of this work is “ Ansichten 
Von Japan, China, and Siam.” Our knowledge of Chinese and Japanese 
scenery hitherto has been chiefly derived from engravings, the sketches 
for which have been inartistic and faulty productions of native artista, 
where the draughtsman or engraver had to draw upon his own imagina- 
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tion to supply the picturesque effect, owing to the want of knowledge ; 


of perspective evinced in the productions of all Oriental artists. The 
plates which form the Atlas, no less than the photo-lithographs which 
accompany the four volumes of text, are from drawings made on the 
spot by the artist of the Expedition, and are consequently all, from 
their knowledge of perspective, far more accurate delineations of the 
scenery than any previously produced. The Atlas is not published as 
@ necessary accompaniment to the four volumes of text, but the two 
together are very fit companions, where the cost is but a secondary 
éonsideration. 


The eeune® ot China has, of late, attracted considerable at- 
tention. e have had learned treatises on its probable origin 
and its present condition ; its dialects and its grammar, and now 
Mr. Simpson, in the of Maemillan’s Magazine for this 
month, attempts to peer into the future and to foreshadow the 
language which will be spoken by the grandchildren of the pre- 
sent generation of Chinamen. His prophetic vision is of so un- 
pleasant a nature—to say the least—that we devoutly hope it 
may never be realised. And we have no fear on the subject, for 
though Mr. Simpson’s arguments are plausible, and the idea he 
starts with so wild as to be almost reasonable, yet we expect Mr. 
Simpson stands alone, and will continue to stand alone, in the 
views he wishes us to believe he holds on China’s future place in 
philology. All those who have visited the Treaty Ports in China 
must have broughtaway with them painful recollectionsof the hor- 
rible jargon known as pigeon-English, which serves as a means of 
communication between the non-Chinese-speaking foreign mas- 
ters and their native servants. Wingrove Cook tells us in one of 
his letters to The Times, that on the morning after his arrival at 
gone Kong, his “ boy ” informed him that during the night “ Mrs. 
Smith have got one piecey bull chilo,” an announcement which 
puzzled him not a little, and Mr. Simpson tells us that under 
similar circumstances he went breakfastless in consequence of 
having given his order in pure English instead of using the for- 
mular “ Catchey some chow-chow chop-chop.” It is, then, nothing 
more nor less han this pigeon-English which Mr. Simpson pro- 
fesses to believe will be the future ‘Tanguage of China. This be- 
lief he bases on the facts that at the various points where China- 
men come in contact with foreign merchants it is understood and 
spoken by the resident natives who, by trade or service, are 
brought into close relationship with the “ outer barbarians,” and 
that it is occasionally used by Chinamen in foreign employment 
when conversing with “boys” from other Treaty Ports, the dia- 
lects of which are unintelligible to them. But it cannot be 
seriously maintained that the comparatively very small forei 
leaven which by any possibility can, from this to doomsday, a 
introduced among the 400,000,000 inhabitants of China will so 
far revolutionise the spoken language of the country, or that the 
foreigners who are too lazy to learn Chinese, even with the sup- 
port of their native servants, will even induce Chinese scholars 
to read the works of their classical authors in pigeon-English. 
We prefer therefore to think that the real object of Mr. Sim 
son’s article was to introduce the translation, which is certainly 
@ gem in its way, of Longfellow’s “Excelsior” into pigeon-English.

THE CHINESE COURT AT THE VIENNA 
EXHIBITION. 2. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

An article appeared in The Times of November 1, headed as above, so 
calculated to mislead the public mind with regard to the probable 
origin of this collection, and the adoption of a liberal policy in the 
Chinese Government supposed to be evidenced by it, that something 
by way of correction or qualification is much needed. The writer com- 
mences by observing that such a collection, under official auspices, may 
be regarded with all the more satisfaction as a proof that “the Chines’ 
Government has thought it worth while to add its contribution to the 
1 Sar ae of international industry collected there for display,” and 
should be welcomed as an indication of a desire to change its uncon- 
genial policy towards foreign nations, “a good omen for the future,” 
and a further evidence of a growing disposition “to enlist herself or 
a footing of equality in the ranks of the international comity.” We 
are very sceptical on all these points, and doubt whether there was 
anything spontaneous in the decision ultimately taken to allow 
their funds to be employed for this purpose under the direction af 
the Inspector-General of Maritime Customs. From the Customs, 
doubtless, the money was drawn, and Mr. Hart—backed, it may be, by 
suggestions from the German and other legations—was almost certainly 
both the originator and prime mover in the whole matter. The Tsung 
li-Yamen may contain in Prince Kung and Wenseang members capablé 
of appreciating the policy of giving such signs of good will to foréign 
Powers at a certain cost. But the promise of an important future 
under the educating influences of enlarged experience and the human- 
ising effects of commerce, with friendly intermixture of international 
courtesies—according to all the best and most recent information from 
Peking—is yet a thing to be hoped for, and very far from being near 
realisation. What steps have hitherto been taken in a liberal direction 
—such as the founding of a college for teaching foreign languages and 
science, the lighting and buoying the coasts with all the newest im- 
provements, and more recently the establishment of stations for mete- 
reological observations, and their transmission by telegraph from pott 
to port—may all be traced to the same source, and betokens nothing 
more than the beneficial influences, even on a retrograde Government, 
of an ever-increasing revenue in the hands of an able and honest ad- 
ministrator. The foreign maritime customs, under that management, 
now yield steadily and with a certainty unknown among other branche’ 
of Chinese administration, upwards of three millions sterling to thé 
Treasury, and this has all been the work of a foreign inspectorate, 
which owed its origin to a British Consul in 1853. These, indeed, are 
educating influences connected with commerce of which the Ministers 
of the Tsung-li-Yamen have shown themselves not altogether insensible.. 
But they are almost the sole impressionable elements among the | 
classes, as far as we can judge from the course of affairs at Peking, 
the action of its Government. -It may be right not to be impatient in 
dealing with a great Asiatic Power and a race sv peculiarly conditiondd 
as the Chinese, both by their past and present history. And it may be 
a wise and sound policy, and we are of that opinion ourselves, not to ai 
tempt to precipitate results, however desirable in themselves, whi 
require the slower growth of public opinion in China as elaewhere to 
give them permanence and a wider scope. This is not the view in 
favour with the resident foreign communities, and our own merchants 
more especially. It is that, however, which commends itself to th 
judgment of all impartial observers who have had opportunities & 
studying both the people and the country. But it is precisely because 
we hold this opinion that we deprecate anything tending to raise false 
hopes and lead to expectations of a change in the policy or tendencies 
of the Chinese Government for which there is no real ground,

The East Siberian Trading Company, formed two years ago in this 
city under very favourable circumstances, and enjoying the countenance 
and patronage of the Russian Government, from whom it derives some 
important privileges, has fully justified the expectations of the pro- 
moters, and the confidence placed by the shareholders in the energy 
and abilities of their board of management. At the annual general 
meeting held here last week, and attended by twenty-seven gentlemen 
holding collectively 4,344 shares, representing 433 votes, a dividend for 
the year 1872 was declared, amounting to 10 per cent., payable on the 
15th Dec. on presentation of the dividend warrants at the i 
establishments of Messrs. Lutteroth and Co., or of Messrs. Haller, 
Séhle, and Co., in this city.

The cost value of the goods on hand at the different stations 
of the company on the 81st Dec. last is stated to be 733,500 roubles, of 
which 457,901 roubles at Nicolayefsk, 1,099 roubles at Michailofsk, 
$3,762 roubles at Blagowessensk, 36,462 roubles at Strelenka, 40,278 
roubles at De Castries Bay, 49,597 roubles at Vladivostok, and 114,401 
roubles, the prime cost of the assorted cargo of the Amoy, now—or, 
rather, at the time the accounts were made up —on her passage out to 
Siberia. The b-Cance-sheet shows a total of 1,197,198 roubles on each 
wide. 

The coinage of the new gold currency amounting now to 1,000 mil- 
Hions of Imperial marks (fifty millions sterling), it is considered high 
time to take other measures for the execution of the new currency law, 
and therefore the gold coins of the separate States—such as the Prus- 
sian Fredericks d’Or, the Hanoverian and Hessian pistvles, the Ham- 
burg ducats, the gold crowns, the Bavarian ten-florin pieces, and the 
Baden and Wurtemberg coins of five florins—are now called in, and 
will be put out of circulation on the Ist of March next. The mints 
have now commenced operations on the small silver and copper coins, 
and the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg has signed a decree ordering the 
introduction of the new currency in the whole of his territory on the 
Ist of January next. Bremen and Hamburg having last year adopted 
the new system, Mecklenburg will be the third State that introduces it 
before it becomes compulsory. 

At the last sitting of the Hamburg Geographical Society, held here 
on Saturday evening, an interesting address was given by Herr Wil- 
helm Heine on the efforts of the modern Japanese towards civilisation 
and progress. The above-named gentleman, who is a German by birth, 
served in the United States navy for some time, and accompanied Com- 


modore Perry in the first American expedition to Japan, of which he | 


published a very full account in German, with many illustrations, hav- 
ing filled the office of historiographer and artist to the expedition. 
Having subsequently taken part in the American War against the 
Southern Secessionists, in which he rose to the rank of general, he re- 
turned to Japan, where he has since spent several years, and enjoyed 
the best opportunity of studying the character, manners, and advance 
of the nation towards Western civilisation. 

T have reason to believe, though nothing official has as yet been pub- 
lished on the subject, that the dissolution of the German Parliament 
is to take place immediately, and the general elections will be held in 
the week between Christmas and New Year’s-day. The new Parlia- 
ment will, it is understood, be convened for a short session in March, 
when the Army Organisation Bill and a few other important measures 
will be passed, and then the House will adjourn till the principal ses- 
sion in October or November next year, which is found more convenient 
for the despatch of public business ; to facilitate which still further it 
is prinosed £4 alter the commencement of the financial year from Jan. 1 
to the 1st of March, principally on account of the Budget. 

During the last fortnight the attention of the public in the north of 
Germany has been almost totally absorbed by the elections for the 
Prussian Charnbers, It was a hard fight, but it terminated in a com- 
plete victory for the Government, and the Liberal party will have a 
triumphant majority, and be able to carry out all the measures pro- 
posed by the Ministers. 

Herr G. Th. Siemssen, senior partner of the house of Mesars. Siemssen 
and Co., of this city and China, retires by rotation from the Honorary 
office of Member of the Finance Department of this Republic, his 
period of service having expired. He is succeeded by Herr Oscar Ru- 
perti, partner in the house of H. J. Merck and Co. 

From Gottingen we learn that among the 164 new students that have 
matriculated this term at the Georgia-Augusta University there are 
several young Japanese. The total number of students at Gottingen is 
now above a thousand. 

Mr. F. Griswold Heron is appointed Consul at Manila for the King of 
Sweden and Norway.

COMMERCIAL. 

The arrival of the Fgeria steamer from China direct with a full 
cargo of tea, as mentioned in my last letter, has given an impulse to 
the market, which was previously in rather a languishing condition. 
The sales by importers consisted of 2,181 packages of Congou, 271 ditto 
of Pekoe Congou, and 1,078 ditto of Souchong, and satisfactory prices 
were obtained. The tendency of the market is firm. In cleaned Rice 
a fair amount of business has been done, but without any alteration in 
the quotations ; no sales are reported of rough grain. Cassia Lignea 
was generally well supported, and 76 to 77 readily paid ; but within 
the last day or two dulness prevails, and a trifling reduction has to be 
submitted to if sales are forced. Flores still more neglected, and offered 
again lower. Pepper has been in great demand at 78 to 79 for Singa- 
pore, but as most of the orders have been effected the market is again 
calm and prices a shade lower, say 774 to 78 marks for Singapore, 73 
to 74 for Penang, and 120 to 125 for White. Nothing done in Spelter.

Holland, a memorandum stating the motives on which the Japait 
Government asked for the acquittal of the remaining part of the said 
indemnity. The British and French Government did not acknowledge 
their claims as well founded ; they, however, declined to take a decision 
before the revisal of the commercial treaties, deeming it advisable, at 
the same time, to deliberate with the other Powers who were interested 
in this matter. According to the answer given by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to the section report, a copy of the report of the Con: 
ference which was held on the 4th of Mareh between the Minister and 
the Japan Ambassador will be laid before the Members of the Lower 
House. In the sections it was urged that it was necessary to appoint 
some more paid Consuls. The Minister was also of opinion that this 
would have a good effect, but to make ita general rule to pay the 
Consuls in China, Japan and Australia, would cost too much money. | 

Our financial state causes much anxiety. At the Bourses a heavy 
and universal fall in Foreign Stocks prevails, and almost an absolute 
panic in United States Railway Shares. Furthermore, the value of 
money has advanced, and the appearance of commercial matters is very, 
very gloomy. Some bankers of high standing, viz., Messrs. Overklift 
and Co., at the Hague, and Mr. Schueveman, at Utrecht, have stopped 
payment. Millions of our national capital are lost, and it is seriously 
feared that still more important houses will be obliged to atop. Of 
course I cannot write the rumours which are current here, betauie 
names of high standing would be compromised. I hope and I think, how- 
ever, that some exaggeration prevails. Money is very scarce in thé 
market, and the general opinion is that the Bank rate of discount will 
be advanced again in a short time.

PORTUGAL. | 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, Nov. 7. 

Reference has lately been made by some newspapers to the rumour 
that Serrano and Sagasta, presiding over a portion of the Conservative 
party in Spain, yet acting in concert with some of the Radical party, 
intend to conspire against the Government of Emilio Castellar, and to 
proclaim the King of Portugal King of Iberia. It is said also that the 
chief agent of this plot is Fernandez de los Rios, who held the post of 
representative of Spain in this Court some time since, and who is 
anxious to return here. The press mention that this idea is old and 
abeurd ; the independent and liberal people of Portugal being against 
any kind of mutual Government with Spain. Moreover, the idea of 
our King reigning over the two Kingdoms is totally improbable, and has 
always been considered so by the Liberal press. I cannot say whether 
the King would accept the Crown of the two Kingdoms, but I should 
fancy that he prefers reigning quietly in Portugal. Acting upon these 
ridiculous suppositions, the journals giving credence to the rumours 
ask a denial of these statements from the official press; at the same 
time, the whole nation protests with the utmost energy against the 
thought of the union. D. Miguel de Bragansa wrote from Bronnback 
on August 15th to his friend the Count of Bedinka. I extract the 
following items from his letter: He thanks the Count and other com- 
panions for assisting at the marriage of his sister. He expresses his 
affection for Portugal, and says that he loves not only those who follow 
his flag, but even the opposite party, and quotes the words of his father, 
“Put no impediment on the duties of the nation, but do not cede your 
own.” He says, too, that he will suffer all privation, will make all 
sacrifices, but he will neither betray his own duties nor those of the 
nation. 

The Rev. Francisco Fernandes, who accompanied the four Chinese 
pupils of the Seminary of Macao, returned to China as canon, accom- 
panied by another ecclesiastic of the diocese of Braganza. The four 
Chinese still remain in the Seminary of Braganza till they arrive at the 

roper age for ordination, which will be in the beginning of next year. 
Dering the interim they are under the protection and direction of the 
illustrious Bishop of Braganza, who was formerly bishop-elect of Macao, 
and who still takes great interest in all the religious affairs of that Pro- 
vince. It is expected that the election of the new bishop Ennes will 
be confirmed. It seems that some arrangement will be entered into 
whereby the bishopric of Macao will be joined to the ancient diocese 
of Malaca and the vicariate of Timor.

China will also be advanced. 

The reduced tariff for messages to India, by the Eastern Tele- 
graph and Indo-European Companies’ lines will be found in our 
advertising columns. 

The Japanese Loans have not been largely dealt in, but the 
business arranged has been at good prices. The Nine per Cent. 
Loan closes at 106 to 109, and the Seven per Cent, at 99 to 101. 

Bar Silver has again declined in value, and is now quoted at 
4s, 9fd. per oz, standard. For Mexican Dollars the nearest quo- 
tation is b0id pet oz., but the transactions during the week have 
ae very small, and the amount of coin on the market is unim- 
portant. 





THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for October have been issued. 
The imports for the month are valued at £31,754,000, as com- 
pared with £30,789,000 for the corresponding month of last year, 
or an increase of £965,000, and about 3 per cent. The exports 
for the month are valued at £22,341,000, as compared with 
£22,658,000 in the leah eg month of last year, or a de- 
crease of £317,000, and about i per cent. The quantities of 
the leading articles of manufacture exported, especially textile 
fabrics, again show a decrease, with some few exceptions. In 
cotton yarn the decrease is 774,000 Ibs. and about 34 per cent. ; 
linen yarn, 984,000 Ibs. and 44 per cent. ; linen piece goods, 
3,139,000 yards and 20 per cent. ; woollen cloth, 682,000 yards 
and 25 per cent. ; and worsted stuffs, 2,249,000 yards and 10 
per cent.; but cotton piece goods exhibit an increase of 
6,177,000 yards and 2 per cent., and woollen yarns, 360,000 Iba. 
and 11 per cent. In coal there isa slight decrease in quantity 
and value, and in iron and steel a decrease of about 18,000 tons 
and 6} per cent. in quantity, with a corresponding decrease in 
value.
